INDICTMENTS VERY SEVERE 


Places Direct Respo nsibility fo r Dis> 
aster Upo n Captsin Smith fo r No t 
Heeding Warnings o f Icebergs 
Sent Him by Other Vessels. 


% Washingto n, May 23.—A 
scathing 
arraignm ent o f J. Bruce Ismay and 
the White Star line o fficials in New 
Yo rk, a stern 'denunciatio n o f 
many 
members o f the “pick-up'* crew o f the 
Titanic crew, and sweeping charges o f 
Inco mpetency in the management o f 
the line, will be made in the repo rt 
o f the special sub co mmittee appo int­ 
ed to ,investigate into the Titanic dis­ 
aster by the United States senate, 
which wTll be givqn ta.tbq senate. The 
flepo rt will be submitted by Chairman 
"William Alden Smith* o f" Michigan. 
Taken to gether, th/d ^ e t a , as they 
will be presented 'In the repo rt, co n­ 
stitute the mo st startling indictment 
o f a great passenger carrying co rpo ra­ 
tio n that has ever been fo und by an 
investigating bo dy appo inted by the 
senate. 
Bruce Ismay la No t Spared. 
The repo rt spares neither J. Bruce 
Ismay no r his subo rdinates in New 
Yo rk, tho se juggling with the truth 
after receiving news 
fro m 
Mo ntreal 
that the Titanic had sunk are severe­ 
ly criticized. 
Emphasis is laid o n the 
cruelty o f sending o ut 
such a 
dis­ 
patch as that received by Represen­ 
tative Hughes o f West Virginia, who se 
daughter was o n the Titanic with her 
husband, and was to ld in a telegram 
signed by the White Star line, that 
th e Titanic 
was 
being to wed 
into 
Halifax. 
Direct respo nsibility fo r the acci­ 
dent is laid o n Captain Smith, and it 
is po inted o ut that had he heeded the 
warnings o f ice sent 
him 
by 
the 
Amerika and o ther vessels the lives 
o f the 1,631 victims wo uld have been 
suved. 
Po inting o ut that the speed o f the 
Titanic just befo re she struck the ice­ 
berg was 24Vi miles an ho ur, and that 
it had been steadily increased after 
receiving ice warnings by telegraph, 
the repo rt asserts that the presence 
o n bo ard o f Ismay, the managing di 
recto r o f the line, agd Andrews, 
the 
co nstructo r fo r Harlfin & Wo lf, the 
co ntracto rs, was undo ubtedly an 
In­ 
centive to making this great speed. 
It is stated that President Ismay, 
who go t away safely, was advised im­ 
mediately o f the danger, while many 
o f the passengers were no t—the im- 
pnet, altho ugh equal in mo mentum to 
the impact o f the co mbined bro ad­ 
sides o f twenty great battleships, be­ 
ing scarcely felt o n tho vessel, such 
was her giant size and tremendo us 
stability. 
Tho repo rt relates that the pick-up 
crew wdth which the White Star line 
manned the vessel were unacquainted 
with each o ther 
and 
their 
duties. 
There was the utmo st co nfusio n when 
the vessel struck. 
Much space is devo ted to a 
brief 
and effective recital o f the incidents 
o n tho vessel after the 
iceberg 
had 
slid alo ng her side, leaving a great 
gaping ho le in the 
starbo ard 
bilge 
thro ugh which water was po uring at 
such a rate that she sank 70 feet with­ 
in a very few ho urs. 
Life Sav ing Apparatus Inadequate 
It is no ted that the 
weather 
was 
clear and perfect, the sea being calm, 
with no swell—co nditio ns that wo uld 
have been ideal fo r tho saving o f all 
bands o n bo ard had there been but 
adequate lif» saving apparatus and 
adequate sailo rs to man them. 
But, 
altho ugh there was ro o m in the life­ 
bo ats fo r 1,075 
perso ns, the 
repo rt 
says hut 704 perso ns were put into 
them o wing to the diso rganized 
and 
diso rderly 
co nditio n o f 
the 
crew. 
Twelve perso ns were afterward ta­ 
ken o ut o f the water. 
The repo rt gives the number o f pas­ 
sengers o n bo ard at 1,324 and the 
crew at 899. 
There is praise fo r Phillips 
and 
Bride, the wireless o perato rs, o ne o f 
who m, Phillips, was rescued fro m the 
water o nly to freeze to death while 
huddled in the bo tto m o f the o ver­ 
turned co llapsible bo at. 
The neces­ 
sity o4 wireless apparatus in lifesav- 
ing is dwelt upo n and special attentio n 
is paid to the impo rtance oi placing 
two men o n every vessel. 
The repo rt go es severely after Cap­ 
tain Lo rd o f the British 
steamship 
Califo rnian, who se vessel saw the ro ck­ 
ets o f the Titanic and who failed to 
go to her relief. 
Praises Captain Ro stro n. 
There is no thing but praise, o n the 
o ther hand, fo r the hero ic Ro stro n o f 
the Oarpathia, who entirely by acci­ 
dent learned o f the disaster and, put­ 
ting everything aside Equipped 
his 
ship fo r an emergency race against 
death that is quite witho ut precedent 
In the annals o f navigatio n.

skim milk and b utterm ilk supply in a 
cheap and useful form, and w hen ta k ­ 
en with b read or used in cooking they 
form a very nutritious addition to 
the diet. 
Two and one-half quarts or 
skim 
milk 
or 
b utterm ilk contains 
ab out the sam e am ount of protein as 
one pound of round steak, and costs 
ab out 
one-quarter 
as 
much. 
Two 
quarts of milk has a gre a te r n utrien t 
value than one quart of oysters. 
T he 
n utrim ent in the form 
of 
oysters 
would cost 30 to 00 cents, w hile tho 
skim milk or b utterm ilk would have 
a value on the farm of from tw o to 
four cents.
